'Gem of the Sierras.' None but those 
who have seen this great body of wate: 
nestling among the mountains, could be 
persuaded of Taboe's snrronnding beauties 
and suniet wonders.

length, ten miles in average width, of grea 
depth, it has an altitude of 6,200 feet.

is completely surrounded by mountain 
peaks of bights varying up to 5,000 fee 
above the lake.'
